I,t 
was generally assumed by army offi- 
cers that the President already .had 
ascertained the willingness of the allied 
governments, to...submit the matter to 
the military 'men. 


Military opinion here is that Mr. Wil- 
son has expressed the basic idea upon 
which an immediate armistice can -, be 
reached. The terms to render the Ger- 
man military power on land and sea, 
absolutely 'impotent. must be worked 
out by the supreme war council. 
- 
: 


It will be the mission of the military 


advisers to translate general principles 
into concrete terms of fortresses • to be 
occupied, submarine' bases to' be placed' 
under guard, munitions plants to be 
dismantled and strategic rail lines to 
be secured against' German use. Since 
an armistice on allied terms means an 
end of the war, attention also must be 
given to demobilization of the German 
army, in itself a lotig process since; the 
great force could' not be turned back 
to civil life over'night. 


The machinery- for formulation of 
the terms already exists. The military 
and naval boards of the supreme war 
council at Versailles furnish the nat- 
ural avenue for the assessing of .the 
views of the military, leaders and bring- 
ing them into harmony in-a definte 
statement of the conditions upon which 
fighting could come to an end. Marshal 
Foch. as supreme ; commander, and 
Generals Petain, Haig, Pershing. Diu 
and Gillian, the Belgian chief of staff, 
are ex offido members of the army 
board, as the admirals commanding the 
four great navies, British. French, 
American and Italian, are ex officlo 
members of the naval board. 
The President 
proposes that the 


terms to be drawn up by these, mili- 
tary and naval agencies aie to be sub- 
mitted, to the respective governments 
associated against Germany for ratifi- 
cation before they are gievn to the 
German government. The supreme' war 
council, composed of the premiers of 
the allies and of President Wilson, 
probably would pass upon the program, 
since it is only armistice conditions and 
not paece treaties which are to be con- 
sidered. 
As to the terms themselves, the situa- 


tion on land, ao far as the western 
front is concerned, appears simple- To 
make certain that the U boat fleets are 
put out of action, however, by any 
terms except the surrender of the sub- 
marines themselves appears more dif- 
ficult. 
Occupation of Helgoland might serve 
to bottle-up both the submarines and 
the German high seas fleet so far as 
the North Sea outlets are concerned, 
but there to another gateway, via the 
Kiel canal and the Skagcrrak, passing 
between neutral waters. 
Ashore on the western front which 


dominates the situation elsewhere. It Is 
regarded as obvious that occupation of 
the Mct*ThionviIle "mutterstallung;," as 
ihe Germans call that gre«t fortms, 
would be essential.

PUTS QUESTION 


ARMISTICE OP TO GENERALS 


Washington, Oct. 24,-In his latest note to the German govern- 


ment, President Wilson declares the question of an armistice is up to 
the military advisers of the allied nations. His note follows: 


"Department of State, 


"October 23, 1918. 


"Sir— 
. 
'"I have the honor to acknowledge the receipt of your note of 


the 22nd transmitting the communication under date of the 20th from 
the German government and to advise you that the president has in- 
structed me to reply thereto as follows: 
" 'Haying repeived the solemn and explicit assurance of the Ger- 


man government that it unreservedly accepts the terms of peace laid 
down in his address to ,the congress of the United States on the 8th 
of January, 1918, and |he principles of settlement enunciated in his 
subsequent addresses, particularly the address of the 27th of Septem- 
ber, and that it desires to discuss the details of their application and 
that this wish and purpose emanaied not from those who have hith- 
erto dictated German policy and conducted the present war on Ger- 
many's behalf, but from ministers who speak for the majority of the 
reichstag and for an overwhehning majority of the German people* 
and having received also the explicit prorrise of the present German 
government that the humane rules of civilized warfare will be ob- 
served both on land and sea by the German armed forces, the presi- 
dent of the United States feels that he cannot decline to take up with 
the governments with which the government of the United States as- 
sociated the question of an armistice. 
" *He deems it his duty to say again, however, that the pnlyj 
armistice he would feel justified in submitting for consideration 
would be one which would leave the United States and the powers 
associated with her in a position to enforce any arrangements that 
may be entered into and to make a renewal of hostilities on the part 
of Germany impossible. The president has, therefore, transmitted his 
correspondence with the present German authorities to the govern- 
ments with which the government of the United States is associated as 
a belligerent, wjth the suggestion that, if those governments are dis- 
posed to effect peace upon the terms and principles indicated, their 
military advisers and the military advisers of the United States be 
asked to subnrit to the governments associated against Germany the 
necessary terms of such an armistice as will fully protect the inter- 
ests of the peoples involved and ensure, to the associated .governments 
the unrestricted power to safeguard and enforce the details of the 
.peace to which the German government has agreed, provided they 
deem such an armistice possible from the military point of view. 
Should such terms of armistice be suggested, their acceptance by Ger- 
many will afford the best concrete evidence of her unequivocal ac- 
ceptance of the terms and principles of peace from which the whole 
action proceeds. 
" 'The president would deem himself lacking in candor did he, 


not point out in the frankest possible terms the reasons why extraor- 
dinary safeguards must be demanded. Significant and important as 
the constitutional changes seem to be which are spoken of by the Ger- 
man foreign secretary in his note of the 20th of October, it does not 
appear that the principle of a government responsible to the German 
people has yet been fully worked out or that any guarantees either 
exist or are in contemplation that the alternations of principle and 
of practice now partially agreed upon will be permanent. Moreover, 
:it does not appear that the heart of the present difficulty has been 
reached. It may be that future wars have been brought under con- 
trol of tne'German people, but the present war has not been; and it is 
with the present war that we are jdeal|ng. It is evident that the Ger- 
man people have no means of commanding the acquiescence of the 
military authorities of the empire in the popular will; that the power 
of tie Mng of Prussia to control the policy of the empire is unimpair- 
ed; that the determining initiative still remains with those who have 
hitherto been the masters of Germany. Feeling that the whole 
peace of the world depends now on plain speaking and straightfor- 
ward action, the president deems it his duty to say, without any at- 
tempt to soften what may seem harsh words, that the nations of the 
world do not and cannot trust the word of those who have hitherto 
been the masters of German policy, and to point out once more that 
in concluding peace an'd attempting to undo the infinite injuries 
and injustices of this war the government of the United States can- 
not deal with any but veritable representatives of the German peoples 
who have -been assured 'of a genuine constitutional standing as the,. 
real rulers of 'Germany. If it must deal with the military masters 
and the monarchical autocrats of Germany now or if it is likely to 
have to deal wtih them later in regard to the international obligations 
of the German empire, it must demand not peace negotiations, but sur- 
render. Nothing can be gained by leaving this essential thing 
unsaid.

There 
WHS no reason, strategic or benevolent 
why the al'ies should not continue the 
war and turn the tables on Germany 
It was a reasonable thing to do.

Germany is prolonging the war when i 
confessedly has no hope of winning 
The utmost that it hopes for is some 
'slight modification of the terms, and ii 
has not much hope of that, for its arm 
ies are going to pieces and its govern 
ment and newspapers admit that Ger 
many has lost the war 
Yet Germany 
sees on killing enemy troops and losing 
its own men. 
What has become ol 


Jermany's humane wish to prevent the 
further and useless effusion of blood? 


The threat of what a desperate Ger- 
manv driven into a coiner will do can 
not be expected to have much effect 
upon the allies. Germany has fought 
as hard as its resources would permit. 
regardless of all laws of God and man. 
and,its resources are now approaching 
extinction. Germany, with its back to 
he wall, can't be more dreadful than 
"Jermany in the heydays of a military 
success attained by stealing a march 
'n the rest of the world, beginning its 
mobilization June 9 and waiting till 
;une -S for a visible excuse. 


"Where is the humanitarism of Ger- 


many which shrinks from the useless 
slaughter? It has not yet moved Ger- 
many to abandon what it confesses to 
be a hopeless struggle. But it finds ex- 
pression in the words of Erzberger. sec- 
retary of state without portfolio, deeply 
anxious to secure a. respite by armistice 
for Germanj 's beaten troops. To the 
Holland News Bureau he says: 


""What we suffer, all belligerents must 


suffer to the same extent. I am con- 
vinced that neither the neutrals nor the 
enemy countries will deny that it is 
high time to make an end to this super- 
fluous, aimless disaster." 


Oh, no, Herr Erzberger: the allied 


countries are not suffering nearlv so 
much as yours. They can keep up* this 
war. and your country can't. As your 
country can't possibly win. it is its ob 
vious duty to surrender and "and this 
superfluous, aimless disaster."

has made them models of their kind. 


Saves $3,CCO,000 For Taxpayers. 
In the seven jears the central 


board has saved the taxpayers of 
Ohio more than S3 000,000 bv a strict- t 
ly business administration and the 
elimination of politics from the state 
institutions. An effort, the only one 
since the creation of the board, was* 
made during the term of Frank B. 
Willis as governor, to inject politics 
into the state institutions and cause 
a return to the "good old dajs," 
when professional politicians plajed 
their game at the expense of the tax- 
pa} ers and to the detriment of the j 
unfortunates in institutions.
